And the fact may 
be here noted that in the highest protected in- 
dustries, such as the textiles, there have been 
more strikes, lockouts and wage reductions than 
in any other.

We quote from a letter written last summer by Wil- 
liam Green, president of the American Federation of 
Labor, with a membership of 4,000,000 wage earners, 
to M. G. Pieree, head of the American Woolen Co., 
after that company had cut the wages of its employes 
10 per cent. After telling of the successful efforts 
of the New England textile manufacturers, from 
1867 forward, to write a high rate on textiles into 
the tariff laws—efforts backed always with the con- 
tention that protection was necessary to the pay- 
ment of high wages—the president of the labor fed- 
eration proceeds: 

Notwithstanding this consideration accorded 
* the textile manufacturer by the Congress, no 
other industry in the United States has made 
such a record for wage reductions and strikes 
as that of the textile industry. Furthermore, no 
industry has paid higher dividends or issued 
more stock dividends than the companies and 
corporations engaged in the manufacture of tex- 
tiles. 

If a tariff wall is built in order to protect spe- 
cial interests and special industries against com- 
| petition from foreign manufacturers, certainly 
| when manufacturers protected by such a tariff 
wall reduce the wages of their employes below 
the subsistence level, the Government in all fair- 
ness should reduce the tariff schedules and tear 
down the tariff wall which has been so skilfully 
built. 

It is the purpose of the president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor to bring these facts to 
the attention of Congress and to insist in the 
name of the working people of America that the 
textile manufacturers, who have inaugurated and 
carried out a policy of wage reduction, shall be 
deprived of special privileges and special] bene- 
fits which they have enjoyed from high tariff 
protection. ; 


In connection with the same 10 per cent wage re- 
duction, Thomas F. McMahon, president of the Unit- 
ed Textile Workers, wrote as follows: 


The United Textile Workers of America favor 
a fair and equitable tariff. We realize that there 
are some parts of the present tariff on textiles 
that could be divided by two and other parts 
that need a severe lowering in rates to make 
them fair to the consumer and worker alike. 
The consuming public would buy two yards 
where they now buy but one if proper adjust- 
ments were made in the highway larceny tariff 
now in existence. The workers have been fooled 
long enough. They know that their condition 
is worse than ever before. We are told about the 
large imports of textiles during the past year. 
As a matter of fact, the entire imports of tex- 
tiles into the country are less than 5 per cent, 
and over one-half of this amount we could not 
manufacture if We had the orders. 


The truth is that high American wages, where 
they are paid, are due not to the tariff but to the

slg of Harvard, who was chairman of the United 
‘States Tariff Commission under President Wilson, 
shows, for example, that in sugar refining, the prod- 
‘uct per man per year is from 150 to 180 tons in the 
United States, as compared with 87 tons in Great 
Britain; in the steel industry the American work- 
man produces two and a half times as much as the

Rather 
than a spring, this is the outcrop- 
ping of an underground river, 
which forces its way to the surface 
through the soft limestone. The 
flow is 71,000,000 gallons per day, 
the statistical boys say, which, if 
placed in two-quart cans, would 
fill quite a number of radiators. 


Clear and cold, this water does 
not vary in temperature all year. 
A mile and a quarter below the 
spring, the stream flows into the 
Niangua, passing by a bluff. The 
park comprises 600 acres of wild 
land. 

On the banks of the pools the 


State Game €& Fish Department 
maintains a rainbow trout hatchery 
to supply the various State parks 
and Ozark rivers. It is worth while 
to watch attendants feed the fish 
with liver. Many of the trout are 
turned into the spring branch to 
test the mettie of anglers. Down 
in the Niangua are gamy bass. 


Picnic places as well as camp 
sites are available in the groves

ance was given on May 31. It is 
also generally known that the offl.- 
cial audit of the association's 
books will show a material increase 
over last summer's ticket sales of 
$317,781. 

Officials of the opera are firm 
in their belief that the larger auidll- 
ences and the resulting increasec 
gate receipts were due wholly to. 
the greatly improved production, 
seen this summer on the municipal! 
theater stage. . They point out that 
municipal opera, in its eighth sea- 
son, continued = its progressiv.

HE 1926 repertory was the 

most diversified ever arranged

LL over the world 
is known and =“°re- 
membered that col- 
orful and romantic 
play of Hawaii, 
“The Bird of Para- 
dise,’’ which, upon 
its production in 
1911, imparted an 
unprecedented im- 
petuse to the popu- 
larity in this coun- 
try of the ukulele. the hula dance and the 
wailing strains of weird Hawailan music. 

For the firat two vears of its run it held 
almost undisputed title as America’s most 
popular stage offering. It filled the houses 
everywhere. Thousands joined in the rush 
for seats and poured their money into the 
hox office coffers. Once inside, they gripped 
their chairs and shuddered at the death 
prayers of the native priests, thrilled at the 
exotic melodies of Hawaiian guitars and 
wept at the fate of the gentle heroine. Lu- 
ana, who, abandoned by her American hus- 
band, in the final episode hurls herself into 
the flaming crater of a voleano to appease 
the wrath of the fire god and save her peo- 
ple from the lava torrents. 

It was not, in any manner of speaking, a 
literary masterpiece. Far from it. But it 
presented romance in unaccustomed and fas- 
cinating Burroundings and played upon the 
emotions of the average theater goer. At 
one time there were four road companies 
playing ‘‘The Bird of Paradise,” in addition 
to the original company presenting it in New 
York. No fewer than five actresses were 
started on the road to fame in the pictur- 
esque role of Luana, and in the veare that 
followed stock companies in many cities 
made of it their most spectacular and profit- 
able vehicle. 


URING all these veara—-14, to be ex- 
act—in which the work was pros- 
pering and reaping rich harvests of 


gate receipts and rovalties, it was pro- 
claimed as the brain child of Richard 
Walton Tully, who, previous to its ap- 


pearance, had hardly been heard of as a 
playwright. He and Oliver Morosco, who 
produced it, rolled in wealth for a time and 
upon the prestige gained from it were able 
later to ‘put across" with profit such works 
as “Omar the Tent Maker” and ‘The 
Flame.’" While they were thus engaged, It

ISHER was born at Greensburg, In- 

diana, on January 12, 1874, and the 

town didn't miss him much when he 
left it at the age of 12 and started peddling 
newspapers, candy and allied commodities 
on a narrow-gauge railway running out of 
Cincinnati. Even before that he had earned 
his own living shining shoes. 

He hit upon the profitable scheme of at- 
tracting attention early in life. When he 
was 15 he conceived the idea of racing 
snow sleds down a long hill at Lebanon, 
Ohio, as a means of advertising the wares of 
a local drygoods store, and he sold the idea 
to the merchant. It proved to be highly 
successful, for crowds would always assem- 
hle to watch the race and, watching the race, 
they couldn't help observing what Fisher 
and his employers were trying to make them 
see. The scheme was a sort of forerunner 
to sky-writing, stunt flying and other such 
spectacular advertising methods as are now 
employed, Incidentally, it was also a fore- 
runner to Fisher's later picturesque racing 
exploits and to his conspicuous success as a 
press agent. Through all his subsequent 
ectivities, from bicycle repair man on up 
the line through such stations as bicycle 
racer, automobile racer, inventor, manufac- 
turer, speedway builder, Lincoln highway 
promoter and builder of a city, he has ex- 
hibited a most astute faculty for concocting 
unusual ideas to engage and amuse the pub- 
lic. With such a bent, he might have made 
a great circus owner, but that appears to 
have been one venture he overlooked. 

When as a young man he was operating a 
bicycle shop in Indianapolis he was a con- 
stant source of despair for all his well-wish- 
ers because he insisted upon jumping at 
every new idea that came along. That was 
about the time the new ‘‘safety’’ bicycle was 
coming into use. Other dealers in conserva- 
tive Indianapolis didn’t think much of the 
‘safety.’ They were skeptical. But Fisher 
staked everything on it and became the 
town's first dealer in that type of wheel. 
Then, when the pneumatic tire was invented, 
the wise heads al) declared punctures would 
quickly put an end tothe ‘fad.’ But Fisher 
jumped at the new idea, as usual, and quick- 
lv demonstrated it was the old hard tire 
that was doomed He did this by entering 
racing contests at every county fair and put- 
ting the matter to a test where the most 
people could see the results. He was also 
the first man to brine the tandem, or bDi- 
eyele built for two, into popularity, for he 
was the first to feature it in racing. 

When eventually the introduction of the 
“horseless carriage’ brought a slump in the 
bicycle business and thousands of dealers 
went down and out, Fisher was one of the 
few who was able to change from the old

It 
was consider-d mar- 
velous if a machine 
could beat a horse itn 
those days, and Fisher 
usually just managed 
to nose out nis com- 
petitor. He made a 
small fortune at it and 
garnered quite a bit of 
fame besides, He 
even took his racer as 
far away as Texas. 

“The management 
of a Texas fair,’’ he re- 
lates, ‘“‘wanted = an 
automobile race with 
a relay of horses and 
got in touch with me. 
It was a long way from 
home and I needed 
money in my business, 
so I turned down an 
Offer of 50 per cent of 
admissions and  de- 
manded a cash guar- 
antee of $1000. After 
some hesitation thev 
accepted. I took my\ 
machine down there 
and made it a point to 
barely nose out the 
last horse of the re- 
lay team. The crowd went wild with en- 
thusiasm, but my victory-brought me no 
joy when I saw 27,000 people had paid 50 
cents aplece to see the race. Had I accepted 
the first offer my share would have been 
about $6500." 


FTER this Fisher soon got into faster 

racing company and left off com- 

peting with With Barney 
Oldfield, Earl Kiser and other pioneers 
in automobile racing, he  barnstormed 
the country, taking in ‘‘big money.” For 
a long time he held the world's record 
of 2:02 for two miles, having made tt 
on the Harlem dirt track in Chicago in 1904 
One of his other spectacular feats was that 
of driving an automobile racer on a bicycle 
motordrome track. Any form of racing, 
especially if it was unusual, alwavs seemed 
to hold for Fisher an irresistible lure. In 
later years he went In for balloon racing and 
promoted an international race in 1909. The 
start was from Indianapolis and Fisher was 
pilot of one of the nine starters, with Cap-

They set a 
new endurance record on the flight, but it 
was not allowed by the Aero Club of Amer- 
ica because the balloonists descended low 
enough to let down a rope and get a bucket 
of drinking water near Nashville, Tenn.

Later, he promoted the first airplane flying 
exhibition, but never became a pllot himaelf. 


Fisher's biggest “stunt” in ballooning was 
in 1908, when he attached a small automo- 
bile to the gas bag instead of the customary 
basket. After making a long flight and 
safe landing, he cranked up the car and 
drove home with the deflated bag as cargo. 

It was really his invention of an automo- 
bile lighting system, however, that brought 
Fisher financial independence. Soon after 
the automobile came into use he foresaw 
that a brilllant light which would burn for 
a long time was needed. There was at that 
time a German patent for compressing acety- 
lene gas in large tanks for commercial pur- 
poses. Fisher went to New York and, with-

The speedway, which is the largest of its 
kind in the world, wags built primarily as an 
‘automobile proving ground instead of for 
amusement of the public.

On May 30 of 
each year the international 500-mile race ts 
held for a purse of $30,000, with other 
awards bringing the total to about $100,000 
for the winner. The attendance now ranges 
from 100,000 to 150,000 a year. 

It was entirely characteristic of the pro 
moter to get an early hand in the tremen- 
dous Florida boom. About 1913 he went on 
a vachting trip among the Florida keya and 
was attracted by the possibilities of the re- 
gion near Miami.

It has six great hotels, and there 
are blocks upon blocks of apartment houses, 
while restaurants, dance halls and other 
amusement places line the beach. There 
are also several golf courses and a polo field 
on the filled-in area.

His name !s Seznec He has been con- 
victed of murder, though no one has eyer 
proved that his alleged victim was murdered. 
Nobody has found that victim's body. For 
-even months, police detectives scoured the 
weatern part of France from Brest to Paris, 
from Havre to Nantes, for some trace of the 
missing man. They found nothing But 
Seznec was accused, his trial ordered. The 
crowds were hostile; the testimony of a 
Vast majority of the 139 witnesses, if not 
always damaging, was never helpful to his 
cause. The jury, after listening to a most 
vitriolic denunciation of the prisoner, de- 
clared Seznec guilty. He was sentenced and 
ordered deported to that nightmare of 
French convicts—Gulana—to spend the rest 
of his vears at hard labor. 

The prison ship sailed in June with its 


cargo of nearly seven hundred miserable 
humans. But Seznec did not go A letter 


arriving the day before the sailing date sent 
his wife, almost delirioua at this intervention 
fo fate, scurrying to the Magistrate. 


The message nearly upset in an instant 
the carefully laid case which detectives of 
Brittany and Paris had spent three arduous 
years in evolving. It won for Seznec a tem- 
porary reprieve, and he was left behind on 
the littie Ne de Re—a barren rock off the 
Brittany coast of France. 


On this speck in the Atlantic, Joseph- 
Marie Sezgnec, lumber merchant of Brittany, 
laundryman for the American Expeditionary 
Forces at Breast during the war, relives the 
scenes of the murder—if there was a mur- 
der-——or graaps at some new straw to prove 
his innocence-—-if his conscience {s clear— 
while those same painstaking detectives go 
back over the ground, reinforced with fresh 
evidence, to see if the persistent Mme.

FTER the victory of Pouilly-le-Fort

a kind of Messiah who was going to

that: “The general principles have been 
found dnd one cannot refuse to be- 
eve that the future is rich with the great- 
fst hopes. 

“We are all animated with a superior 
passion, the passion for progress and for 
truth!” he shouted—but unhappily he said 
0 word about those numerous occasions 
when his vaccine had killed sheep inatead 
of protecting them. 

At this meeting Robert Koch sat blinking 
at Pasteur behind his gold-rimmed spec- 
tacles and emiling under his weedy beard 
at such an unscientific inspirational address. 

The French nation, even the great men of 
the nation, patriotically refused-to believe 
that Koch had demoted their hero from the 
rank of God of Science—what could you 
*xpect from a German anyway?-—and they 
Promptly elected Pasteur to the Academie 
Francaise, the ultfmate honor to bestow on 
& Frenchman. 

And now Pasteur began—-God knows why 
~to stick little hollow glass tubes into the 
Gaping mouths of dogs writhing mad with 
rabies. While two servants pried apart and 
held Open the jowls of a powerful bulldog,

hydrophobia. But in a little while this 
trail proved to be a blind one, for with 
Roux and Chamberland he found-—after he 
had settled down and got his teeth into 
this search—that this eight-microbe could 
be found in the mouths of many healths 
people who had never been anywhere near 
a mad dog.

“But why not put the virus right into 


a dog's brain, master, I can trephine a dog

without hurting him—-without damaging his 
Drain at all... it would be easy 

said Roux. 

Pasteur said no. But Roux—the faithful, 
the now almost forgotten Roux—saved him 
by disobeying him. 

For, a few days later when Pasteur left 
the laboratory to go to some meeting or 
other, Roux took a healthy dog, put him 
easily out of pain with a little chloroform, 
and bored a hole in the beast’s head and 
exposed his palpitating, living brain. Then 
up into a syringe he drew a little bit of 
the ground-up brain of a dog just dead with 
rables: ‘‘This stuff must be swarming with 
those rabies microbes that are mavbe too 
sinall for us to see,” he pondered: and 
through the hole in the sleeping doxg's 
skuil went the needle of the syringe, and 
into the living brain Roux slowly, gently 
shot the deadly rabid stuff. 

Next morning Roux told Pas- 
tfeur about i!t-—— ‘‘What!’’ 
shouted Pasteur. “Where {8 
the poor ereature he must 
be dying paralyzed. 

But Roux was already down 
the stairs, and in an instant he 
back, his operated dog 
prancing in ahead of him, 
jumping gayly against Pasteur, 
enifine ‘round among the old 
broth bottles under the labora- 
tory benches.

Sure enough, less than two 
weeks later the good creature 
began to howl mournful cries 
and tear up his bed and gnaw 
at his cage—and ina few days 
more he was dead, and this 
brute died. as you will see, so 
that thousands of mankind 
might live. 

Now Pasteur and Roux and 
Chamberland had a sure way, 
that worked one hundred 
times out of one hundred, of 
giving rabies to their dogs and 
guinea-pigs and rabbits. “We 
cannot find the microbe—sure- 
ly it must be too tiny for the 
strongest microscope to show us 


—-there’s no way to grow 
it in flasks of soup but we can 
keep it alive—this deadly virus—in the 


brains of rabbits that is the only 
way to grow it,”’ vou can hear Pasteur tell- 
ing Roux and Chamberland. 


EVER was there a more fantastic ex- 
N periment in all of microbe hunt- 


ing, or in any science, for that mat- 


ter: never was there a more. unaci- 
entific feat of science than this strug- 
gling, by Paateur and his boys, with 


a microbe they couldn't se#—a weird bug 
of whose existence they only knew by its 
invisible growth in the Hving brains and 
spinal cords of an endless succession of rab- 
bits and guinea-pigs and dogs. Their only 
knowledge that there was such a thing as 
the microbe of rabies was the convulsive 
death of the rabbits they injected, and the 
fearful cries of their trephined dogs. 


Then Pasteur and his assistants started 
on their outlandish—any wise man would 
say their impossible—-adventure of taming 
thie vicious virus that they could not see. 
There were little interruptions; Roux went 
with Thuillier to fight the cholera in Egypt 
and there Thullifer died; and Pasteur went 
out into the rural pig-eties of France to dis-

French swine. But Pasteur stopped getting 
entangled in those vulgar arguments which 
were so often to his discredit, and the three 
of them locked themselves in their labora- 
tory in the Rue d’Ulm with their poor para- 
lyzed and dangerous animals. They sweat 
through endless experiments. 


ASTEUR mounted guard over his 
young men and kept their backs bent 


over their benches as if they were 
some higher kind of galley slave. He 
watched their perilous experiments with 
one eye and kept the other on the 
glass door of the workroom, and when 
he saw some of Roux’s and Chamber- 
land's friends approaching, to ask them 


maybe to come out for a glass of beer on 
the terrace of a near-by cafe, the master 
would hurry out and tell the interlopers: 
“NO. No! Not now! Cannot you see?

You would think 
that Roux and Chamberland, still young- 
sters, would have been the indomitable ones, 
the never-say-die men of this desperate 
But on the contrary! 

“It’s no go, master,’' said they, making 
limp waves of their hands toward the cages 
‘with their paralyzed bheasts-—toward the 
tangled jungles of useless tubes and bot- 
tles. 

Then Pasteur’s evyebrowa cocked at them. 
and his thinning gray hair seemed to 
etiffen: ‘“‘Do the same experiment over 
again—-no matter if it failed last time—it 
may look foolish to you, but tHe important 
thing is not to leave the subject!” 

There was in all human history no single 
record of any man or beast getting better 
from this horrible malady, once the symp- 
toms had. declared themselves, once the 
mysterious messengers of evil had wormed 
thelr unseen way into the spinal cord and 
brain.

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teur walked up and down the bottle and 
microscope and cage-asatrewn uneatfthly work- 
shop and grumbled and fretted and made 
ecrawls in that everlasting notebook of his. 
The first day the dogs were dosed with the 
weakened—the almost extinct—virus that 
had been dried for 14 days; the second day 
they received a shot of the slightly strong- 
er nerve stuff that had been 13 days in its 
bottle; and so on until the fourteenth day 
—-when each beast was injected with one- 


day-dried virus that would have surely 
killed a not-inoculated animal. 
For weeks they waited-——hair graying 


again-——for signs of rabies in thease animals. 
but none ever came. They were happy, these 
ghoulish fighters of death! Their clumsy 
terrible 14 vaccinations had not hurt the 
dogs——but were they immune? 

Pasteur dreaded it-~—if this failed all of 
these vears of work had gone for nothing. 
But the test had to be made, Would the 
dogs stand an injection of the most deadly 
rabid virus—right into their brains—a busi- 
ness that killed an ordinary dog one hun- 
Gred times out of one hundred? 

Then one day Roux bored little holes 
through the skulls of two vaccinated dogs

OW immediately—the life-saver in 
N eo man was always downing the 

mere searcher — Pasteur’s head 
buzzed with plans to wipe hydrophobla 
from the earth, he had 100 foolish projects, 
and he walked in a brown world of 
thought, in the mist of plans which could 
not be penetrated by Roux and Chamber- 
land, nor even by Madame Pasteur. It was 
1884, and when Pasteur forgot their wed- 
ding anniversary, the long-suffering lady 
wrote to her daughter: 

“Your father is absorbed in his thoughts, 
talks little, sleeps little, rises at dawn, and, 
in one word, continues the life JI began 
with him 35 years ago.”’ 

At first Pasteur thought of shooting his

Now If we wipe it out of dogs with 
Our vaccine " he suggested to the 
famous veterinarian, Nocard, who laughed, 
and shook his head. 

“There are more than 100,000 dogs and 
hounds and puppies in the city of Paris 
alone,” Nocard told him, “and more than 
2,500,000 dogs in all of France—and if 
each of these brutes had to get 14 shots 
of your vaccine 14 Cays in a row 
where would you get the 
would you get the time?

LL this happened in the summer of my 

seventeenth year and in the fall I made 

up my mind to go to college As told 
in a previous chapter, I had decided to start 
in at the University of Michigan, but at the 
last moment I received a better offer from 
Yale and the first day of September found 
me in Lancaster, where Yale was then lo- 
cated, ready to take my entrance examina- 
tions. 

Entrance requirements at that time were 
a great deal more exacting than at the pres- 
ent day.

The arithmetic test consisted of two ques- 
tions, the first of which was, If four sailors 
go into a corner grocery and buy three cakes 
of soap at five cents a cake, what fs it? The 
answer was tar soap. The other question 
was, Give the telephone numbers, residence 
and business of five successful stevedores. 
In this test I scored one hundred, or as the 
examiners called it, a sweep. 

In English literature we were required to 
the criminal in the three following 
stories from ‘“‘The Adventures of Sherlock 
Holmes’’---"‘The Speckled Band,’ ‘The 
Engineer's Thumb,” and “The Copper 
Beeches.’’
